CESD will submit 
new boundary 
lines to province

Chinook’s Edge School 
Division will apply to the 
province to have their 
electoral boundaries 
changed to become more 
in line with school at¬ 
tendance. 

Currently the lines are 
drawn up in a manner 
that allows for the best 
representation by popula¬ 
tion. The Board is apply¬ 
ing to have that changed 
so the emphasis is that 
school populations are 
represented together. 

“Our prime motivation 
has been to serve the elec¬ 
torate in a better way," 


said Trustee Ian Taylor 
stating that the school 
division would still be di¬ 
vided into nine separate 
districts. Board Chair 
Roy Brassard said the 
government usually has a 
mandate as to numbers in 
voting districts and won¬ 
dered if that was the case 
in this situation. Taylor 
said the idea of represen¬ 
tation by school 
populations had been 
pitched to the province 
and had been looked at 
favourably. 

Some trustees had 
problems with the new 
boundaries.

Go-ahead given to plan 
for new High School

Chinook’s Edge School Division trustees received 
good news from the province regarding the possi¬ 
bility of a new high school in Didsbury. 

The board received a letter from Barry Day, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Capital Projects Division for 
Alberta Infrastructure, announcing permission to 
transfer funds, already granted by the province for 
the high school’s modernization, to Ross Ford El¬ 
ementary to top-up the needed funding for that 
project. 

The board was also given approval to use the 
remaining $2,066,598 to be used for a 390-capacity 
replacement school. 

“Your board may proceed with design of the Dids¬ 
bury High School replacement project to facilitate 
a fast start when the balance of the funding becomes 
available,” said Day in his letter. 

While the rest of the funding to build the 
$7,793,864 replacement school hasn't been granted 
yet, board chair Roy Brassard is optimistic about 
receiving it. 

“I can’t imagine a government allowing us to 
spend $2 million without giving us the rest of the 
funding.”_ 
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Hospital staying 
in Region No. 4 
despite petition

Residents of the Town 
of Didsbury say they are 
disappointed with Health 
Minister Gary Mar's de¬ 
cision to reject a call for 
the town to be allowed to 
join the Calgary-based 
Health Region No. 3. 

In all, 1,641 town and 
area residents signed a 
petition earlier this year 
calling for Didsbury to be 
moved into Health Re¬ 
gion No. 3 from Red Deer- 
based Health Region No. 
4. 

On Thursday, Mar an¬ 
nounced that the town 
would not be changing 
health regions. 

The 400,000 resident 
Health Region No. 4 in¬ 
cludes Olds, Sundre, 
Innisfail and Red Deer. 

Didsbury Mayor 
Dorothy Moore, who 
signed the petition, called 
the Minister's decision 
regrettable. 

"I am very, very disap¬ 
pointed,” said Moore. "We 
have been trying for 10 
years to get into the 
Calgary region. All the 
municipalities within the 
district formerly sup¬ 
ported the move to 
Calgary. Didsbury should 
definitely be in the 
Calgary region.” 

Didsbury Hospital 
would have a better 
chance of offering special¬ 
ized services if it were in 
the Calgary region, she 
said. 

The petition, which 
was spearheaded by com¬ 
munity members, stated: 
"There are compelling and 
historical reasons why 
the Calgary Region would 
better serve us, Calgary 
and the provincial sys¬ 
tem." 

The petition was pre¬ 
sented to Minister Mar in 


March. It was accompa¬ 
nied by letters of support 
from Mountain View 
County, the Town of Dids¬ 
bury, the Town of Car- 
stairs, and the Village of 
Cremona. 

During Thursday's 
question period in the 
Legislature, Tory Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills 
MLA Richard Marz asked 
for an update on the situ¬ 
ation. 

"Can he (Mar) advise 
me when he will make a 
decision as the current 
situation is causing much 
uncertainty with the 
staff, the residents, and 
the health authority mem¬ 
bers themselves?" 

In response, Mar said, 
"My department and I 
have both reviewed this 
matter, and the Town of 
Didsbury will be remain¬ 
ing within regional health 
authority No. 4. This de¬ 
cision was made after dis¬ 
cussions with the chair 
and the CEO of health 
region No. 4 as well as 
the CEO of health region 
No. 3. 

“The relevant consid¬ 
erations were made with 
respect to factors like pa¬ 
tient flows; in other 
words where do patients 
actually go to get their 
services?" 

Marz then asked Mar, 
"Can the minister tell me 
why he has not taken into 
consideration the views of 
the councils and the resi¬ 
dents of the Didsbury 
health services region?" 

Mar responded, "I do 
understand the concern 
expressed by area resi¬ 
dents, but the review of 
health region No. 4's ex¬ 
isting boundaries demon¬ 
strates that it clearly does 
reflect the current patient 
flow patterns."

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Town councillors compromise on pesticide policy 


Policy passed 
after public input 
considered

In a display of negotiation 
and cooperation, Didsbury 
Town Councillors finally 
passed a pesticide policy for 
Town-owned parks and public 
spaces. 

Didsbury Town Councillors 
were presented with a draft 
policy that was approved in a 
2-1 vote at an April 3 Opera¬ 
tional Services Committee 
meeting. 

Some councillors took excep¬ 
tion to the proposed policy stat¬ 
ing that it was too weak and 


didn't provide any real direc¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp said 
there were too many "mays" in 
the policy. 

She said the policy was ba¬ 
sically the same as the second 
policy presented except that it 
was watered down. She took 
exception to the fact that it was 
stated "The Town of Didsbury 
may implement an Integrated 
Plant Health Care Program" 
and that Council "may endorse 
policy and guidelines regarding 
the application or non-applica¬ 
tion of chemical pesticides on 
public property." 

"This policy doesn't give any 
direction - it just gives maybes," 
she said. 

Other Councillors also ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the 
policy not being strong enough. 


But instead of voting the 
policy down, Councillors on 
both sides of the debate began 
to compromise and came to an 
amiable agreement on all of the 
issues of contention within the 
draft policy. 

Almost all of the mays in the 
policy were changed to will, as 
they were before. 

There was also debate on 
whether newspaper ads should 
be taken out prior to making a 
decision to spray. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker 
said some situations would re¬ 
quire the Town to take action 
immediately by spraying and 
that if the people needed to be 
notified through the paper (a 
wait that could result in over a 
week) it may be too late to deal 
with the situation properly. 

Kuelker said advertising at

Didsbury Town Council gave 
first reading to a by-law that 
would rezone land east of the 
future outdoor recreation park 
as residential.

Redesignation is the first 
step in a process to implement 
the new subdivision. If the land 
is redesignated, then Council 
would decide on the actual sub¬ 
division plan. 

A drawing of the land, 
owned by Jill and A1 Tuggle, 
presented at Didsbury Town 
Council last week showed a 
proposed 175 R1 lots (single 
detached residential), and 50 
R2 lots (general residential). 
There is also one lot designated 
as high density residential 
(apartment suite or 
townhouses). 

"We are just starting the 
process and hopefully we will 
see development of the Rosebud 
Valley land this spring or sum¬ 
mer," said Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Officer Robert Wigg, 
adding that additional informa-

Wigg commended the appli¬ 
cants for the studies they have 
completed on the flood plains 
and old dump sites. Those stud¬ 
ies will be needed as part of the 
application for the actual ^ph- 
division.

Councillor Cheryl Dahl said 
newspaper ads may be neces¬ 
sary because even if signs are 
erected children, primary users 
of the parks, might not see 
them, understand them or ig¬ 
nore them. 

In the end it was decided 
that if a pesticide was being 
used on a turf a notice would 
go in the paper, but if an insect 
or other treatment was needed 
(trees) a 72 hour notice would 
suffice. 

It was also stated that the 
policy would be realigned with 
current budget numbers from 
year to year, but that was also 
removed at some Councillors' 


request. 

Town Council has made 
room in this year's budget to 
help maintain the parks better 
than they have in the past. An 
integrated Plant Health Care 
program is expected to cost less 
than $20,000 per year and will 
allow parks and green spaces 
to be aerated, overseeded, irri¬ 
gated etc. 

It is expected that by imple¬ 
menting these measures, the 
turf health will improve and the 
Town will become less reliant 
on pesticides in the long run. 

Those attending in the gal¬ 
lery gave Councillors a round 
of applause when the policy 
was finally passed.

Town agrees in principal to buy train station

Didsbury Town Council has approved in principal 
to purchase the train station after seeing a draft agree¬ 
ment - which still needs to be cleaned up. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker took Council through the 
draft agreement between the Town and Didsbury 
Scouts and Girl Guides - which outlines the responsi¬ 
bilities of both parties if the Town takes control of the 
train station. 

The agreement gives the Scouts and Guides first 


use of the building and states they must contribute a 
combined $2,400 towards the building for utility costs. 
The Scouts and Guides would also be responsible for 
providing comprehensive or commercial general liabil¬ 
ity insurance in an amount that is yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

The Town will be able to rent the building out to 
other users during set times. They will also be re¬ 
sponsible to maintain all mechanical services, includ¬ 
ing plumbing and heating and be responsible for the 
cost of any structural alterations.

Marz asked Mar whether he has ruled out "any fu¬ 
ture boundary adjustments if it can be shown to ben¬ 
efit a particular area?" 

Mar replied, "If there is departure from the current 
patient flow patterns in the health region, then the 
answer would be that we would review such bounda¬ 
ries if such a change in utilization occurs." 

Roy Brassard, a Didsbury resident and former Tory 
cabinet minister, signed the petition. He called Mar's 
decision a mistake. 

"I'm very disappointed, very much so," said Brassard. 
"There's a tremendous amount to be gained by align¬ 
ing ourselves with Calgary, not just for Didsbury but 
for the residents between here and Calgary. There's a 
tremendous population base between Calgary and 
Didsbury with no hospital. 

"It's got to the point where you can drive up from 
Calgary as quick as you can drive across Calgary, so I 
think a lot of people between Didsbury and Calgary 
would far sooner come to Didsbury for services. 

"With 4,500 doctors operating in Calgary I'm sure 
there's half a dozen that would just as soon raise their 


families in a town like Didsbury." 

Margaret Baril, a pharmacist with Didsbury Drugs, 
signed the petition. 

"I would have preferred to be put into the Calgary 
region just because the majority of patients when they 
are referred to specialists they go through the Calgary 
region, we don't go towards Red Deer," said Baril. 

"And I feel that the population between Didsbury 
and Calgary is far more concentrated with fewer serv¬ 
ices than the population between here and Red Deer." 

There are three hospitals - in Olds, Innisfail and 
Three Hills - between Didsbury and Red Deer and none 
between Didsbury and Calgary, she noted. 

Didsbury Mayor Moore said she will be asking MLA 
Marz for a meeting on the matter. 

"The idea of Regions No. 3 and No. 4 working to¬ 
gether to ensure proper utilization of the hospital is a 
positive thing," said Moore. 

In an interview Friday, Marz said he was disap¬ 
pointed with Mar's decision. 

"I was certainly lobbying for it. 1 would have liked 
to have had the boundary changed," said Marz.

Trustee Doug Campbell thought Cremona's school 
population should have been in with Sundre's popula¬ 
tion instead of the proposed Carstairs population stat¬ 
ing the two communities were more similar. 

Taylor said Cremona was to stay with Carstairs 
because of proximity and history. 

He added there had been an attempt to keep the 
lines as similar as they were before using the school 
population formula. 


Trustee Penny Archibald, who would no longer rep¬ 
resent Bowden area schools under the changes, said 
the new boundary lines were "asinine". 

The Chinook's Edge Board is also recommending 
changes about the voting process. They will invite local 
municipalities to locate their polling stations within 
Chinook's Edge schools in order to create one voting 
location and will display the name and logo of the 
school at the polling stations. 


Budget tight for 
school division

Provincial budget an¬ 
nouncements made last 
week offered no surprises 
for school boards. 

Budget announce¬ 
ments did nothing to 
change the fact Chinook’s 
Edge schools will have to 
cut 1.5 per cent from their 
budgets, said Chinook’s 
Edge School Board Chair 
Roy Brassard. 

And didn't address ar¬ 
bitrated teachers’ salary 
increases awarded last 
year. 

School boards were 
told to expect two per 
cent per-student funding 
increases and that is just 
what they got. 

Chinook’s Edge treas¬ 
urer Susan Roy said the 
funding announcements 
did little to change their 
budget expectations. 

“Two per cent is what 
the board expected, it is 
what we budgeted for. It 
didn’t provide any money 
to pay for the (teachers’) 
settlement,” said Roy. 

Brassard said the 
board is happy to receive 
any extra funding but it 
won’t change the fact 1.5 
per cent cut will need to 
be made by school’s budg¬ 
ets and the division’s cen¬ 
tral instruction budget as 
well as taking $1.3 mil¬ 
lion from reserves to bal¬ 
ance a $2.2 million defi¬ 
cit. 

“This is definitely a 
tight budget year,” said 
Brassard. “Schools and 
the division are having to 
make some tough choices 
to balance the 2003-2004 
budget.” 

Bob Worsfold, local Al¬ 
berta Teachers Associa¬ 
tion (ATA) president, was 
dumfounded by the 
board’s reaction to the 
budget. 

“I can’t believe this 
board!” he said after a 
Chinook’s Edge budget 
announcement. “I read 
the Red Deer Public trus¬ 
tees were disgusted with 
this provincial budget yet 
Roy Brassard is quite 
complacent about it. It is 
two totally different reac¬ 
tions - I hoped he would 
have been more upset and 
more vocal about the 
chronic underfunding of 
public education.” 

Worsfold said the two 
per cent increase in per- 
student funding doesn’t 
even cover inflation. 

“Ralph comes out and 
says he would like public 
servants to just go on a 
cost of living increase, 
but what he gave schools 
doesn’t even cover that.” 

Brassard maintains 
there is no reason to be 
outraged by this budget 
announcement. 

“Why would we be out¬ 
raged? We’ve been told all 


along to expect two per 
cent and that’s what we 
got. 

“We budgeted accord¬ 
ing to that and we are on 
track and I think it is 
unfortunate we have to 
have any drawbacks or 
reductions but I think it 
is livable and that this 
division is far better off 
than a lot of other divi¬ 
sions,” said Brassard. 

Brassard said 

Chinook’s Edge has had 
many private meetings 
with the Minister of 
Learning. 

“We have made our 
concerns abundantly 
clear - we would like more 
money, we were told fiat 
out we are not going to 
get it; the money isn’t 
there. You can only make 
so much noise and it 
doesn’t accomplish any¬ 
thing,” said Brassard. 

The board plans to con¬ 
tinue on with the direc¬ 
tion they are going and 
are looking forward to 
hearing the findings of 
the Commission on 
Learning which is ex¬ 
pected to report back to 
the Minister of Learning 
in September. 

“I think the Commis¬ 
sion on Learning report 
is going to be very signifi¬ 
cant to everyone.” 

Worsfold wonders 
what to do in the mean¬ 
time, before the Commis¬ 
sion on Learning report. 

“We hear all over the 
province teachers are go¬ 
ing to be cut and Dr. 
Oberg doesn’t seem to 
care or doesn’t believe 
this is a reality. Come Sep¬ 
tember he is going to find 
out it is,” said Worsfold. 

More funding is a uni¬ 
versal concern for every¬ 
one, said Brassard. 

“Maybe it is a matter 
of priorities for our gov¬ 
ernment - I don’t really 
know. All I know is there 
comes a point where hol¬ 
lering just doesn’t do any 
good and you have to get 
at it. That is where we are 
at.” 

One thing Brassard 
commended the Learning 
Minister for was the fact 
he addressed long-term 
planning. 

“They gave us an indi¬ 
cation of what they expect 
for the next five years, in 
a ballpark figure, which 
gives us stability in our 
budgeting. If we could get 
the same kind of stability 
from our union negotia¬ 
tions I think everyone 
would be happy knowing 
exactly where they 
stood.” 

Roy said the 1.5 per 
cent cut to school’s budg¬ 
ets will mean different 
things to each school in 
the division, but will not 
result in any loss of teach¬ 
ers

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Centennial coin approved 


CRIME

Didsbury Town Council has 
voted in favour of instituting a 
Centennial two-dollar coin to 
help celebrate Didsbury's 100th 
birthday in 2005, depending on 
whether local banks are granted 
approval to participate in the 
project. 

Councillor Harry Fenner pro¬ 
vided a list to fellow' Councillors 
showing the 5,000 coins as pre¬ 
sold. Fifteen hundred of them 
had been sold to the Royal Bank, 
ATB and the Credit Union. 

"The banks want a motion 
from the Town to spell out how 
it will be done and then they 
have to go to head office for ap¬ 
proval," explained Penner, add¬ 
ing that banks will accept them 
as deposits and will also issue 
them back out to its customers. 

Concern was expressed by 
some councillors that some busi¬ 
nesses may not be able to de¬ 
posit them at the local banks and 


would be stuck with more than 
they needed. 

Penner was hoping that the 
coin would be etched with Ger¬ 
man writing Eine zwei back (the 
word for a double-baked loaf of 
bread) in commemoration of the 
German settlement in the North 
West Territories that eventually 
became the Town of Didsbury. 

Penner said the phrase was 
also a pun for the coin - similar 
to calling Canada's one-dollar 
coin the loonie. 

Councillors thought English 
on the coin would be more ap¬ 
propriate and passed a motion 
making all of the writing on the 
coin English. 

The Didsbury Centennial 
Coin will be 1.375 inches in di¬ 
ameter, have grooved edge and 
be one-eighth of an inch thick. 
Penner said the size does not 
conflict with any legal tender 
sixes and would not be accepted 
by coin machines. The coin will 
be finished in two colours 


(nickel and gold) and will have 
the same appearance as the 
toonie. The idea behind the coin 
project is to buy 5,000 coins at 
a cost of $4,397.70 including 
GST. Businesses would buy the 
coins from the Town for two dol¬ 
lars each and give them out as 
change to customers, who in 
turn could spend the coins at 
local businesses. 

"If 2,200 coins don't disappear, 
and I have no doubt that they 
will, then the Town would be at 
risk," said Penner. 

On Dec. 31, 2005 the coins 
would go out of circulation and 
no longer have any value. The 
coins would be brought back to 
the Town and individuals and 
businesses would be reimbursed. 

A profit could be realized from 
the project if more than 2,200 
are kept as souvenirs. Penner 
predicts that only a thousand 
coins are likely to be returned. 
If that happens the Town will 
realize a profit of over $3,000. 


Man charged by RCMP 
following pot bust

Didsbury RCMP have re¬ 
covered a $32,500 round 
baler, allegedly stolen from 
the Linden Agri Centre four 
years ago, in a raid on a sus¬ 
pected marijuana grow op¬ 
eration on rural property 
about 75 kilometres north of 
the city, say police.

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Students learning about the "world of business"

A group of eleven high 
school students from the Olds 
Koinonia Christian School are 
learning about the world of 
business through the Junior 
Achievement (JA> program. 

Students, enrolled in the 
school's enterprise and innova¬ 
tion class, are responsible for 
forming a company and going 
through the business of selling 
a product. This includes every 
aspect of business, from finance 
to marketing. 

"The hope is that we'll actu¬ 
ally make a profit, said the class 
teacher Mr. Wayne Pedersen. 

Learning the rules of busi¬ 
ness 

Each member of the class/ 
company is responsible for 
their portion. Yet, this is wholly 
a group effort, no decisions are 
made without a call to vote by 
the company President Shane 
Friesen. The executive is called 
to order for every aspect of new 
information and any decisions 
that need to be made. A short 
visit with the class revealed a 
well organized business meet¬ 
ing, motions being made, sec¬ 
onded and voted on by the mem¬ 
bers of the company. 

At the beginning of the 
project there was a run for of¬ 
fice, Friesen was voted in as 
president and five other vice- 
presidents were also chosen. 
The students work coopera¬ 
tively with their instructor. Mr. 
Pedersen and, an outside con¬ 
sultant provided by JA. 

The company has also had 
input from business owners in 
the area. Ed Hildebrand is 
among one of the people who 
came to speak to the class 
about the world of business. 

The company, called "Tom¬ 
foolery (a Junior Achievers 
company)" is marketing a prod¬ 
uct called a mandella. A simple 
wire contraption which can be 
flipped and manipulated into 
many different shapes. 
Getting started

To get their business started 
the students of Tomfoolery were 
each responsible for buying or 
selling five shares in the com¬ 
pany. This gave the group the 
more than $300 start-up capi¬ 
tal they needed to get things 
underway. 

Through connections made 
by Mr. Pedersen, the students 
were able to locate a mandella 
dealer in Hito, Ecuador. One 
hundred mandellas have been 
ordered, to be imported to Olds 
for Tomfoolery. Hopes are that 


the mandellas will arrive before 
the end of April. The class and 
company will run until the be¬ 
ginning of June. 

The product is by no means 
the only financial responsibil¬ 
ity the students face. Packag¬ 
ing must also be considered. The 
company voted last week to 
move ahead with plans to order 
boxes from an Office Depot in 
the United States. 

The boxes will then be 
shipped to another store and 
plans have been made for some¬ 


one to drive across the border 
to pick them up. Once they ar¬ 
rive the boxes will be adorned 
with the company and product 
logo, both designed by the stu¬ 
dents of Tomfoolery. They will 
be boxed and ready for sale. 
Marketing the product 

The marketing department of 
Tomfoolery has been hard at 
work trying to advertise the 
company's product. 

Calls have been put into ra¬ 
dio stations and television sta¬ 
tions in the area such as Q91 
and A-channel. Obviously local 
newspapers have been contacted 
by the company. Money within 
the company has been budgeted 
to provide advertisements on air 
and in print for Tomfoolery. 

Marketing throughout the 
community at various busi¬ 
nesses even won the company a 
place to sell their product. Olds 
Value Drug Mart owner, Joe 
Gustafson has offered to provide 
the students with free shelf 
space in his store, for Tomfool¬ 
ery to display and sell their prod¬ 
uct. 

The mandellas are expected 
to be on the shelves prior to 
Mother's Day, May 11. 

A product such as this has 
been sold in other areas for 
around $20 each; Tomfoolery 
will be selling their mandellas 
for only $9.95 each. 

A mandella is a small wire 
contraption decorated with 
beads. They can be used to alle¬ 
viate stress by providing a 
stimulus for your hands, fin¬ 
gers and mind. They have been 
used as candle holders and 
could even be worn over a bun 
in a girl's hair. 

Junior Achievement Canada 
JA is an international non¬ 
profit organization geared to 
help students learn how to start 
and run a business. Junior 
Achievement of Canada was 
formed in 1967. It consists of 
32 chartered offices across the 
country and has reached more 
than 1.2 million young Canadi¬ 
ans in over 400 communities. 


Olds College trip cancelled because of SARS

An Olds College trip to 
Harbin, China was cancelled 
one week before departure as a 
precaution from bringing SARS 
(Severe Acute Respiratory Syn¬ 
drome) to this area. 

Pat Bidart, Dean at Olds Col¬ 
lege, said they are following 
World Health Advisories calling 
for the cancellation of all unnec¬ 
essary trips to that part of the 
world. 

"This trip wasn't do or die; it 
is disappointing we can't go. be¬ 
cause we were going to shiire the 


results of four years of hard 
work, but those are the precau¬ 
tions we needed to take," said 
Bidart. The trip was to attend a 
conference, April 9, 10 and 11, 
to celebrate the achievement of 
a Canadian International Devel¬ 
opment Agency (ClDA) project 
that consisted of working on the 
development of an Agricultural 
Extension Centre at the North¬ 
eastern Agricultural University 
in Harbin. 

Along with Bidart, the Col¬ 
lege was sending Vice President 
of Academics Bob Wilson, Dr. 
Abiola research scientist. 


Shelley Gingrich, and Audrey 
Lemieux, project assistant. 

Bidart said the area they 
would have been staying in 
hasn't been affected by SARS yet, 
but the Olds College group 
would still have to go through 
the Bejing Airport. 

"We have always been high on 
precautions," said Bidart. 
During a Foot and Mouth epi¬ 
demic in 2001 Olds College closed 
their farm sites and barns to 
unauthorised visitors. Although 
college representatives contin¬ 
ued to travel they also took many 
precautions to not bring the dis¬ 


ease back to Canada. 

Bidart, who travelled to 
China during the epidemic said 
staff always made sure to clean 
their shoes in Bejing "to make 
sure they weren’t bringing any 
disease back and forth." 

"These are the things you 
have to do when you travel - it 
is always better to go overboard 
than to be sorry," she said. 

During the past four years of 
involvement in CIDA, the college 
has been taking business part¬ 
ners to Harbin, 30 in total, to 
visit the site, six have signed 
contracts. 


There are JA programs for 
students and classes of all ages 
K-12. They provide background 
tools such as share certificates, 
job descriptions, work books 
and teachers guides for start¬ 
ing and running the company. 

"Everything it takes to run 
a company, they give us," said 
Pedersen. JA, the school and an 
outside consultant work to¬ 
gether to start the business, de¬ 
termine a product or service, 
market the product and then 
dissolve the company. In the 
process students learn how to 
run a business meeting, how to 
set up an organizational chart, 
how to determine a market 
niche and how to do market¬ 
ing. 

These skills will help the 
youth to succeed in the world 
of business they will inevitably 
face after school, which will be 
very important with the grow¬ 
ing numbers and competitive¬ 
ness of grads in recent years. 

"Reading about business and 
actually doing it is completely 
different," said Pedersen.

Moose don’t respond well to direction and they 
tend to get closest to the house just before dawn or at sunset. 
Any that show the face of the animal are too 
far away and the close ups are mostly of Moose bums as they 
jump the fence into the pasture. One evening we came home 
after dark and heard “clop, clop, clop, clop” as one trotted by 
the garage about twenty feet away. Fortunately I did not have 
the camera or I might have aimed at the sound and added 
another shot to my collection of bad Moose photos. 

I could also have an album of the view facing south from 
our deck. It’s a pretty view and it changes according to the 
season and the time of day. Besides that I have often wanted 
to get a film developed and there is one picture left on the 
roll, so I step out onto the deck and. Lots of Winter Wonder¬ 
land shots, some of which were taken on August 3 last 
year. There are pictures of apple trees in bloom, apple trees 
covered in hoar frost and sparkling against a blue sky like 
great frills of Battenburg lace against an Edwardian velvet 
coat. There are lush summer shots of green lawns and flow¬ 
ers and fall pictures with lovely reds in the hedges and the 
Virginia Creeper, gold in the tamarack, bronze dogwood and 
purple lilac. 

I was really pleased to have caught up the albums and 1 
told several people that I had done so. Every person I talked 
to claimed to have a larger stock pile of unsorted snapshots 
than I did. Some even said that they had a collection of unde¬ 
veloped film. This would depress me to the point that I don’t 
think I would have the will to begin but maybe if you divided 
the job into manageable increments. Logically you would be¬ 
gin by having the film developed. How long does undeveloped 
film remain viable? Maybe you would find that the film has 
all gone bad and then you could throw it away with a clear 
conscience and quit feeling guilty about it. Next you buy sev¬ 
eral albums, lay them out on the dining room table, start 
with the pictures where the kids look smallest and the dog is 
still a pup and before you know it things begin to come to¬ 
gether. 

And if you just can’t make any sense of it and it’s all too 
depressing and hopeless you can always go and sort out your 
underwear drawer.

In the Bible there are 
many accounts of God 
delivering people from 
death. 

A couple of well 
known accounts that 
come to mind are Dan¬ 
iel in the Lion's Den, 
Jonah in the whale, and 
three young men named 
Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego who were 
tossed into a fiery fur¬ 
nace. 

The men were tossed 
into the furnace because 
they would not bow 
down to worship the 
image of King 
Nebuchadnezzar. The 
flames of the furnace 
were so hot that the sol¬ 
diers who escorted the 
three men died at the 
door to the furnace. But 
those who looked on no¬ 
ticed that the flames 
were doing no harm to 
the three young men. 
What is more, another 
person had entered into 
the furnace who was de¬ 
scribed as being "like a 
son of the God.” 

The men passed 
through certain death 
and had come out alive. 
In faith they did not fear 
the flames of death but 
trusted in the Lord their 
God. They said, “the 
God we serve is able to 
save us." 

The Holy Week that 
we are in and the cel¬ 
ebration of Easter that 
we anticipate recall that 
our Lord entered into 
death for us as well.

and, after having her son, de¬ 
cided to stay with the popular 
business even longer than an¬ 
ticipated. 

The decision to move the 
Candy Bear Shoppe to Dids¬ 
bury from Cochrane came af¬ 
ter the recent deaths of both 
her sister and her father, John 
Grimmon of Didsbury. “We 
wanted to be closer to my 
Mom here in town,” says 
Milljour. “My father was a 
wonderful advocate of our 
store...he’d walk down the 
street selling our fudge if he 
could.” 

So far business has been 
brisk at the Candy Bear 
Shoppe with a steady stream 


of sweet-toothed Didsburians 
sampling their share of bulk 
candy and fudge. “Fudge is very 
popular in Didsbury.. It’s all 
homemade and I usually would 
only have to do it about once a 
week, but so far I’ve had to do 
it twice in five days.” 

If the sales of candy and 
fudge are any indication, the fro¬ 
zen yogurt Milljour is introduc¬ 
ing this week should be equally 
popular. “I’m really hoping it 
takes off.. I’d like to put a bench 
out front if it does, just to give 
people someplace to sit and en¬ 
joy their treats.” 

The Candy Bear Shoppe is 
open Monday - Saturday from 
10:00 am - 5:30 pm.

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School boundaries that make more sense 


At the last Board meet¬ 
ing trustees approved the 
recommendations of the 
Ad Hoc Boundary Review 
Committee which I 
chaired. We hope that the 
changes will serve the vot¬ 
ers better and prove less 
confusing to parents who 
want to know who their 
representative is on the 
School Board. 

The existing bound¬ 
aries were established in 
1994 at the time of the 
amalgamation of Moun¬ 
tain View and Red Deer 
Counties into Chinook's 
Edge School Division. 
They must have been 
carved out by someone in 
a distant place who had 
little knowledge of how 
local communities 
grouped themselves - 
rather like the European 
countries parceled out Af¬ 
rica in the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. 

In practice, trustees 
centre their attention and 
loyalties on the schools 
that fall within their ward 
boundaries. These bound¬ 
aries, however, also usu¬ 
ally contain people whose 
children attend school in 
the ward of another trus¬ 
tee. Let me give you a con¬ 
crete example from the 
Mountain View area. At 
present, ward 6 (Ron 
Fisher), is centred on 
Sundre but it also contains 
rural territory from the 
Olds, Didsbury, and 
Cremona school atten¬ 
dance areas - schools that 
are within the wards of 
other trustees. 

Having been through 
two elections I have come 
to realize how the current 
boundaries of trustee 
wards perplex voters. Not 
only have 1 had queries at 
election time from people 
who don’t know which 
ward they're in but also 
phone calls from upset 
parents whose children at¬ 
tend a school outside the 
ward where they reside 
and where they have to 
vote. 

This same dislocation 
applies to parents in rural 
areas who may wish to 
contact "their" trustee 
about a school matter only 
to find that the person 
they voted for is focussed 
on another school some 
miles away. Some people 
who run for the School 
Board may be parents 
with a particular interest 
in the schools their chil¬ 
dren attend but find that 
the centre of their ward is 
another town. A good ex¬ 
ample of this right now is 
ward 7 (Roy Brassard). 
This ward consists of the 
town of Didsbury, most of 
the north rural Didsbury 
people, and nearly all the 
rural area around the 
town of Olds. (Don't for¬ 
get, some of t he west Dids¬ 
bury rural and west Olds 
rural belong to ward 6 - 
are you confused yet?) So 
somebody living in the 
rural area around Olds

QUESTION: My wife tried to make me feel guilty when 
she left. She angrily blamed me for our divorce despite my 
desperate attempts to hold things together. I'm not a per¬ 
fect man, but 1 loved her and would never have left. But in 
her mind, I failed so miserably as a husband that she was 
forced to run around with her boss! Can you believe that? 
She blamed me for her adultery! 

DR. DOBSON: Your wife is trying to transfer her guilt 
to you. Nearly every spouse does something similar when 
engaging in infidelity. Such people must find a way to deal 
with the condemnation of their own consciences. They have 
torn up a home, rejected their spouses, wounded their chil¬ 
dren and jeopardized their future. Such outrageous 
behavior demands an explanation of some sort. Thus, they 
construct a vigorous defense against moral condemnation, 
usually by shifting blame to the spouse. 

Ask any victim of an affair; he or she has probably heard 
a version of the following rationalizations designed to han¬ 
dle four specific sources of guilt; 

1. Marital guilt. "I know that what I'm doing is difficult 
for you now, but someday you will understand that it’s for 
the best. I never really loved you even when we were young. 
In fact, we should never have gotten married in the first 
place. Furthermore, this divorce is really your fault. You 
drove me to it by ..." (insert grievances here, such as fri¬ 
gidity, in-law problems, nagging, overwork, or all the fore¬ 
going). 

This message has a transparent purpose. The first sen¬ 
tence marvelously purifies the motives of the unfaithful 
spouse. It says in effect, "I'm really doing this for your 
own good." 

The second sentence is also a beauty. It is designed to 
serve as an "annulment" to the marriage instead of a cruel 
abandonment of a loved one. By saying that they should 
have never gotten married, their union becomes an unfor¬ 
tunate mistake rather than a relationship that is ordained 
and cemented. Then by putting the remaining responsibil¬ 
ity on the other party, the blame is successfully transferred 
from the guilty to the innocent. So much for wedding vows. 
Now let's deal with the children. 

2. Parental guilt. "This will be hard on the kids for a 
while, but they'll be better off in the long run. It certainly 
isn't healthy for them to see us fight and argue like we've 
been doing. Besides, I will spend just as much time with 
them after things settle down as I do now." 

Zap! Zap! Guilt over the children is also tucked away. 
Would you believe that Dad's escapade with another woman 
or Mom's flight with Don Juan is actually a constructive 
thing? Pay no heed to the conclusions the children draw 
about why Mommy or Daddy left, and why he or she doesn't 
love them anymore, and why the divorce may have been 
their fault, and why life is so painful and scary. Try to 
ignore the fact that everything stable has just come 
unstitched in the lives of some very impressionable and 
sensitive little people. Guilt over the children can be the 
toughest to rationalize, but, fortunately, hundreds of books 
and tapes are available today that will help you silence 
your writhing conscience. 

3. Social guilt. "I'm sure our friends won't understand 
at first, and I can hardly wait to hear what your mother 
will have to say. But it's like I told the pastor last week, 
our divorce is really no one's fault. We've just outgrown 
each other." If a woman is speaking, she may say; "Besides, 
I am entitled to do what's best for me once in a while. I've 
given my entire life to everyone else; now it s time for me 
to think of myself. Anyway, what’s right for me will prove 
best for you and the children, too." This line of reasoning 
is only one of many rationalizations by which selfishness 
can be purified and made to appear altruistic. Three down 
and one to go. 

4. Divine guilt. "I've prayed about this decision and am 
now certain that God approves of what I've chosen to do." 

There it is in living color — the ultimate rationaliza¬ 
tion. If God has taken the matter under advisement and 
judged the divorce to be in the interest of everyone, who 
can argue that point further? The conversation is over. 
Guilt is expunged. Self-respect is restored. Having settled 
the "big four," every moral and spiritual obstacle is removed. 
The stage is set for divorce.

Three on three on the rink, three times the fun 

New kind of hockey 
excites youth and 
adults alike

A Three on Three Hockey Tourna¬ 
ment, only the second of its kind in Olds, 
boasted 62 teams, 620 players and 400 
games over five days. 

Kevin (Bully) Bullock began what is 
turning out to be the largest tourna¬ 
ment in Olds, last year. He said regis¬ 


tration for this year’s tournament dou¬ 
bled and he expects to have to cap the 
number of teams allowed to participate 
next year. 

Bully got the idea for the tournament 
after his son participated in a three on 
three tournament, held four years ago. 

“I found that tournament on the 
internet, made a team for it and my son 
enjoyed it so much I we decided to get it 
going here,” he said. 

Three on three hockey is well known 
in Europe and is just gaining popular¬ 
ity here in Canada. Its 30 minutes of 
non-stop action. Each game is played 
with no stoppage and no body contact, 
all the other hockey rules apply. 


“Everyone is ecstatic about this 
game,” said Bully. “Fans love it, par¬ 
ents love it because they get to actually 
see their kids do something - it’s a skills 
game.” 

He said everyone had a ball, win or 
lose. 

Teams ranged in ages from five to 55. 

The tournament has gained so much 
popularity the second time around Bully 
had to book ice time in Crossfield and 
Carstairs as well as the main and aux¬ 
iliary ice surfaces at the Olds 
Sportsplex. 

Registration fees for players was $60, 
each team was guaranteed six games.
